SECOND READING OF THE BILL 
» WAS PASSED 


Debate on Great Constitutional Re- 
form Occupies Four Days—Passes 
Second Reading by a Majority of 
125—Opposition Leaders Are Draft- 
the Elaborate Series of Amend- 
ments, 


London.—Four days of the most un- 
inspiring debate ever given to a meas- 
ure involying a great constitutional 
reform, cdme to a conclusion when 
Premier Asquith applied the closure, 
and the second reading of the veto 
bill was passed by a majority of 126, 
the vote being 363 to 243. 

Prior to this the house took a di- 
vision on Austin Chamberlain’ 
amendment, with a majority of 13 
against it. 

The figures on the veto bill were 
greeted with prolonged cheers, after 
which the bill, on tne premier’s mo- 
tion, was committed to a committee of 
the whole house for this stage, which 
was likely’ to be deferred for some 
time to enable the government to dis- 
pose of financial business. 

The opposition leaders are drafting 
an elaborate series of amendments. 
Mr. Chamberlain’s amendment, which 
was defeated, was moved recently on 
behalf of the opposition. It declared 
that the house would welcome the 
introduction of a bill which, while 
reforming the composition of the 
house of lords, maintained its inde- 
pendence as a second chamber, but 
declined to proceed with a measure 
which placed all effective legislative 
authority in the hands of a single 
chamber, and offered no safeguard 
against grave changes made without 
the consent of the people. ’ 

The appearance of Mr. Balfour in 
the debate gave a temporary fillip to 
the otherwise dull proceedings, and 
although not in the best of form the 
former premier kept the _ interest 
alive, not always, ) however, to the 
complete advantage of his party. For 
instance, expatiating on ‘the value 
of hereditary principles, he exclaim- 
ed: “Let it be our servant; let it no 
longer be our master!’’ This admis- 
sion was received with a burst of 
laughter. 

Pending the committee stage of the 
bill interest will now centre 1n the ex- 
pected production next week of Lord 
Lansdowne’s - bill. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, member for Ox- 
ford University, drew the jeers of the 
Nationalists by declaring that the 
Ulsterites would be justified ‘in cut- 
ting themselves off from this bastard 
republic,” which he said would be 
constituted if the veto bill was 
passed. : fio 


WESTERN CANADA WATERWAYS 


Cc. A. Magrath Gives Some Informa- 
tion on Western Conditions to 
Montreal Canadian Club 


Montreal.—‘‘Trade rivals, we and 
our neighbors to the south of us, 
must ever be in the highways and 
by ways of this world, and our water 
powers will be the keynote of that 
rivalry,’ ‘declared Chas. A. MacGrath, 
M.P. for Lethbridge, Alberta, address- 
ing the Canadian club on Western 
water questions. 

Mr. Magrath said: ‘In the West we 
are running mad, I believe, in the 
growing of wheat, and our farmers 
are distributing their energies as 
they should do. The value of irri- 
gated lands is that they make one 
crop farming impossible.’’ 

The great menace of the West, the 
speaker said, was that with the popu- 
lation it would be called upon to carry 
in the future it was a question if 
there would be sufficient water for the 
domestic uses and the work of provid- 
ing for it by scientific methods was 
not to be delayed.

Ottawa, Ont.—The Canada Gazette 
will contain a despatch from Downing 
street, stating that it is the wish 
of his majesty the king that his 
birthday should be officially celebrated 
in the Dominions beyond the seas on 
the actual date of the anniversary, 
June 3, 

Another despatch fixes the follow- 
ing dates for firing of salutes: Anni- 
versaries of the birth, accession and 
coronation of the reigning sovereign, 
birthday of the consort of the reign- 
ing sovereign, and birthday of the 
queen mother, on which days a royal 
salute be fired at noon from all his 
majesty’s ships in port, and from all 
forts and batteries from which tri- 
umph salutes are usually fired.

MINERS ARE ASKING FOR A SUB. 
STANTIAL INCREASE 


Conference Between Mine Operators 
and Operatives Being Held in Cal- 
gary to Settle the Wage Scale— 
Men Declare they Will Not Return 
to Work on the Old Terms—6,000 


Miners Are Involved. SJ 
Calgary.—The conference between 
mine operators and operatives now 


| progressing at the city hall seems as 


if it would resolve into a stupendous 
over the eternal subject, 
wages. Because the wages in the 
mines on this side of the line are sub- 
Stantially smaller than in Montana, 
and because there is no difference in 
the conditions, the 6,000 men of Dis- 
trict 18 of the United Mine Workers 
of America, are determined to fight to 
bring the wages at léast up to the 
standard now obtaining in the States. 

At the present time, in some 
of mine work, the mine 
workers’ wages in Alberta and British 
Columbia are 75 and 80 per cent. low- 
er than in the states across the line, 
in the corresponding branches, so 
the men. Accordingly they do 
not mean to give up very easily. 
What ‘concessions the operators. in- 
tend to make they refuse to state, al- 
though their proposition has been 
presented to the men. Whatever it is, 
the men declare that they will not re- 
turn to work on the old terms, so that 
the position is a very delicate one at 
the present moment, The proposition 
of the employers is not up to the re- 
quirements of the men apparently, or 
there would be no need for arbitra- 
tion. However, it has furnished a 
basis upon which the conference can 
get down to business. 

There may be a bitter debate over 
the time that the new agreement 
‘shall be enforeed, one side thinking 
it should be ratified until 1914, and 


\ the other only until 1912.

Now we have in today’s lesson the 
| filling of a childless home wih glad- 
ness by the gift of a no doubt longed 
for child and the restoration of a 
| deeper joy by giving him back from 
| the dead, 
| A great woman of Shunem felt con- 
strained as she saw Elisha pass her 
from time to time to ask him in 
to eat bread, and it becamé his habit 
|to d_ this. Later she suggested to her 
| husband that they provide him a 
| room with a bed, a table, a stool and 
| a candlestick, and he seems gratefully 
t> have accepted their kindness. Then 
the question arose in his mind, How 
can 1 its any way recompense this lov- 
ing kindness? On inquiry he found 
that she needed no favor, from any 
one, but at the reminder from Gehazi 
| that they had no children he asked 
the Lord for this favor for her, and, 
receiving the assurance that it would 
be so, he communicated to her the fact 
which she at first received very un- 
believingly (verse 16), but as Elisha 
had assured her so it came to pass. 
| We think of Sarah and her un- 
believing laughter, and yet in her 
case it came to pass, for ‘‘Is anything 
too hard for the Lord?’ (Gen. xviii, 
9-14.) We look onward to Elizabeth 
and Zacharias and note the unbe- 
lief of the latter (Luke i, 13-20), and 
yet in their case it came to pass also. 
So we are taught to “Be not afraid, 
only believe,” (Mark v, 36), and re- 
ly on Jer. xxxiii, 3. 

It may have been that the child 

became too much of an idol—we do 
not know—but one day in the field 
with the reapers he complained of 
his head, was carried home and died 
on his mother’s knees at noon. She 
laid the little body on Elishd's bed, 
shut the door, and without telling 
her husband why, she made all pos- 
sible speed to the,man of God, who 
was then at Mount Carmel.

Gehazi preceded them and laid the 
| staff of Elisha upon the child, but 
i there was no effect upon the child, no 
response, neither voice nor hearing. 
| When Elisha came he went in and 
shut the door and prayed unto the 
Lord and then stretched himself upon 
| the child, mouth to mouth, eyes to 
eyes, hands to hands, and the flesh 
of the child waxed warm, After 
walking to and fro in the house he 
jagain stretched himself upon the 
child, and the child sneezed seven 
|times and opened his eyes. The 
'mother was called, and with grati- 
|tude that eannot be described she 
took up her son and went out.

jance from death that might have

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OTWITHSTANDING all that |

When accident or disease occurs in. 
the household, however, successful as- 
sistance is not so easily rendered as in 
the case of the wind blown hat. The 
most willing hands and heads may 
bring injury rather than relief through 
an excess of zeal and iguoravce of 
how to direct it. 


Fainting Spells. 

Ordinary fainting spells, excluding | 
cases of unconsciousness, due to heart | 
disease, kidney trouble, apoplexy, etc., 
may be due to a number of causes— 
shock, indigestion, eye strain, lack of 
food, bowel trouble, etc, In such cases! 
the patient should be placed in a re 
clining position, with the feet higher 
than the head and the clothing loosen- 
ed about the neck and chest. Cold wa-, 
ter dashed in the face will usually suf- 
fice to restore consciousness, Aromat: 
fe spirits of ammonia inbaled or if the 
patient is able to swullow fifteen to 
thirty drops in a wineglass of water 
is a good restorative. Strong ammonia 
should not be applied to the. nostrils! 
of an unconscious person, as extreme 
irritation of the mucous membrane|

prevent the bloodless coudition of the 
brain, which is responsible for the un- 
consciousness. 

The natural impulse is to raise the 
head and body of a patient who hus 
fainted. This is the worst possible 
thing to do, Feet bigh and head low 
is the rule. 


Sunstroke. 

The symptoms of supstroke are very 
high temperature, ranging from 104 
to 112 degrees F.. congested coupte 
nance, heavy breathing and uncon 
sciousness. This condition may be 
mistaken for apoplexy if the tempera 
ture is not taken. 

The remedy is, in a word, cold. If 
it is not possible to give a full ice cold 
bath iced cloths should be appied to 
teb bead, neck and chest and the ex- 
tremities bathed in cold water. The 
application of cold must be continued 
until the temperature drops to por 
mal and resumed if it rises. 

The symptoms of beat exhaustion 
are the reverse of those above describ- | 
ed, The temperature may be subnor- 
mal, the face is pale, and there is a 
condition analogous to sbock, witb a 


bloodless brain. 

The treatment must be directed 
against these conditions. The uappli- 
cation of heat to the body and ex- 
tremities is pecessury by means of 
hot water bags, bottles, ete. Coffee, 
exsence of ginger or other stimulants 
should be taken internally. The re 
clining position a» advised for faint- 
fog spells in also indicated. 

Caution.—It is not unusual for pby- 
sicians to be called in such cases 
ip hot weather and tind the patient's 
head loyally elevated by anxious 
friends und cold applications being as- 
siduously applied Although this con 
dition is due to beat, cold will only ag 
gravate it. 


Convulsions, Etc. 


In true epilepsy the patient sbhoulu 
be made as comfortable as possible 
during the attack and prevented from 
injuring bimeelf. 

Convulsions In children may be due 
to comparatively trivial causes—teeth- 
ing, indigestion, worms, etc. Some. 
times a convulsion is the first sign of 
a serious acute disease, as infectious 
fever, pneumonia, ete. 

The child should be put In a hot 
bath (100 to 104 degrees F.), for about 
five minutes. This will usually control 
the spasm, and the patient can be put 
to bed and otber necessary measures 
taken, expecially cleaning out the bows | 
els, which may be most rapidly ac- 
complished by an enema. A physician 
should, of course, be called. | 


Surgical Troubles. 

Sprains.—In this condition there is 
laceration of ligaments, blood vessels 
and other structures surrounding a 
joint. The first treatment is to place 
the injured part in hot water and ap- 
ply hot cloths for half an hour. The 
joint should then be bandaged, not too 
tightly, and kept at rest until the 
acute swelling and tenderness subside. | 
Alternate applications of bot and cold 
water poured over the joint from a 
pitcher are often beneficial. It is a 
mistake to attempt continuous self 
treatment of a severe sprain. Months 
of suffering and crippling may result | 
from neglect to secure early surgical 
aid. The X ray bas demonstrated 
that supposed simple sprains are often 
complicated by fractures. 


Fractures. 

When a limb is fractured the first 
step is to apply a temporary splint in | 
order to prevent needless injury to 
soft parts by the ends of the fractured 
bone. Any stiff material, an umbrella, 
rolled up newspapers, canes, etc., may 
be bound to the limb by handkerchiefs, 
towels or bandages until surgical aid 
has been procured, In fractures of the 
leg one leg may be bound to the other. 
If the skin has been broken the frac- 
ture is termed compound, and extreme 
care is necessary to prevent further 
laceration or infection of the tissues, 


Wounds. 

Slight punctured or lacerated wounds 
are often neglected or improperly 
treated, owing to the fact that no 
medical aid is sought. For the reason 
that blood poison and lockjaw are not 
uncommon following comparatively 
trivial injuries all wounds should be 
cleansed as quickly as possible with 
peroxide of hydrogen, turpentine or 
some antiseptic solution. A sterilized 
gauze pad should then be applied and 
held in place by rub! adhesive plas- 
ter or gauze band The use of 
strong antixeptie solutions in wourds 
is no longer customary. When the 
wound is infected, as evidenced by 
heat, redness, swelling or discharge of 
pus, the parts should be cleansed fre- 
quently with peroxide of bydrogen and 
a simple wet dressing applied as fol- 
lows: A gauze pad is bandaged over 
the wound and kept moist with a sat- 
urated solutiog. of bicarbonate of soda 
in boiled water. Antiseptic solutions 
kill germs, but they also interfere with 
the natural reparative work of the 


body cells. 
Dangers of Carbolic Acid. 
Carbolic acid should be banished | 


from the household, except in the form 
of carbolated vaseline. ‘This prepara- 
tion may be useful to apply to cuts or 
sores in emergencies, Solutions of car- 
bolic acid constantly applied to the | 
extremities, fingers, toes, etc. have 
been known to cause gangrene, 

Every useful purpose served by car- 
bolic acid as a household remedy cap 
be served by simple nonpoisonous an- 
tiseptics, such as a saturated solution 
of boric acid or the official liquor art- 
tisepticus of the United States Phar- 
macoporia, Diluted with several parts 
of water, this latter preparation may 
be used whenever u cleansing antisep 
tic wash is required, 

Burns. 

Probably nothing causes more excite 
ment tn the bousebold than burns or 
scaids, aud this explains why first aid 
is so seldom properly aud promptly ap 
plied. | 

The most convenient and perhaps 
the best remedy to apply is ordinary 
baking soda. This may be applied in 
powder and the parts wrapped in 
clean linen cloths, gauze, ete. and 
then covered with cotton, or the band- 
ages may be saturated and kept moist 
with a strong solution of the soda. 
Blisters sbouid be punctured with a 
peedle that has been sterilized in boil- 
ing water, but the skin should pot be 
removed, 

When a burp is very extensive tm 
mediate proper dressing is difficult, 
and it is extremely important to reduce 
the shock and protect the burned area 
from the air. This may be quickly 
done by placing the patient ip a warm 
salt bath, keeping the temperature be 
tween #4 and 104 degrees F. Such 
treatment ix often continued for a long 
time, replenishing the water, of course, 
as it becomes coutaminated. Stimu- 
lunts internally are called for, 


Ear Emergencies. 
Accumulations of wax or foreign 
bodies in the eur should be removed by | 

syripging with warm water or saturat 
ed solution of borie acid. loxects may 
be suffocated with a few drops of pure | 
sweet oil and then removed by syring 
ing with warm water. It is a bad 
practice to use oll ln tse ear for. the

Earache is usually due to inflamma. 
tion, which may develop into suppura- 
tion and abscess. Heat should be ap- 
plied by means of bot water bags, 
hot clay poultice iCataplasma kaolin, 
U. 8S. P.) or hot fomentations, Hot 
water may be poured into the ear 
while the patient reclines on bis op- 
posite side and the hent retained by 
covering the affected ear with cloths 
saturated with hot water and the 
whole covered over with a flannel pad.

Where it is desirable to check a hem- | 
orrhage the application of cold to the | 


nose and back of the neck will often 
prove efficient. Syringing with perox- 
ide of hydrogen is also an excellent 
emergency remedy. Syringing witb a 
hot salt solution at a temperature of 
125 degrees F. is another efficient 
measure. If the temperature of the 
solution is lower than 125 degrees it 
will only aggravate the hemorrhage.

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A WONDERFUL BRIDGE. 


Largest Natural Span In Americas if 
Not In the World. 

The largest natural bridge In A ner. 
lea, if not indeed In the whole w orld, 
is located in southwestern Utah, not 
far from the state boundary line, and 
is known as the George Natural br dge. 
Its total length between the huge t atu- 
ral abutments is about 200 feet, the 
| width of the roadway is some 35 feet, 
white the span in the clear is 90 feet, 
From the bed up to the span is 160 
feet. At the bottom flows a small 
| water course that during the long hot 
summer months dwindles down to a 
mere rivulet. Just what produced this 
work of nature has for some time 
puzzied the leading. scientists of the 
country, It could scarcely have been 
created by the wear of water unless 
there was a very large and swift cur- 
rent flowing where the little brook is 
now. The general explanation given 
for the creation of this natural bridge 
is that volvanic action, occurring at 
some distant period of the world's his- 
tory, was the active agency. 

The existence of the bridge is of 
comparative recent knowledge to the 
public, though the Indians in that re- 
gion have long known that there was 
such a work of nature. The red men 
often spoke of this bridge to the early 
settlers of that part of Utah. but little 
credence was ever given to. their 
stories. About ten or twelve years 
ago it was first discovered by some 
mining prospectors. It is located in 
the heart of a very rugged region that 
is difficult of access. Of late years it 
has been visited by a great many 
tourists and sightseers. Very recently 
some travelers visited this freak of 
| old Mother Earth in automobiles, and 
one venturesoine motorist drove his 
car across the bridge, passing safely 
over the yawning chasm. The stonéd 
of which the span is composed is dark 
brown sandstone of an unusually hard 
quality, and the thickness of the span 
is twenty feet or more, Engineers 
who have made a careful examination 
of this bridge pronounce it perfectly

Mighty Mount McKinley Cannot Be 
Climbed From the South. 

Describing their expedition to Mount 

McKinley last summer, . Professor 


‘Parker aud Belmore Browne sayin the. 


Metropolitan that. although it was prob 
oably the best equipped expedition trom 
a Mountaineering standpoint that has 
‘ever been organized in Ameriea, the 
Ynet result of its explorations is a mar 
of a hitherto unknown stretch otf 
| Mountain wilderness and the knowl 
| edge that Mount McKiuley is unclimb 
| able from the south. 
“We attacked the mountain from nc 

fewer than five different points and ir 
| each case were stopped by insurmount- 
/ able difficulties. We were on the ice 
| fifty days. Mountaineering technicall- 
' ties hud nothing to do with our failure 
| to reach the summit. At each attempt 
Wwe encountered straight walls of ice 
| and snow that could not be bridged on 
| avoided, 
“The problem of climbing the moun- 
| tain from its southern side is an un 
usual one—u combined water, arctic 
and Alpine proposition. To reach the 
southern base of the mountain the ex- 
plorer must navigate for 150 miles @ 
stretch of swift giacial water. 
| “The second part of the trip is 
through alternate stretches of forest 
and swamp land which lay at the base 
of the Alaskan range. The last stage 
| is over forty miles of glacier tbat 
stretches from the lowlands to the base 
of Mount McKinley itself.” 


Marking an Old Trading Post.

MILLION ACRE FARMS. 


Strange Origin and Improvement of 


| Pag tonte Merinos. 


C. E. W. Bean, of Sydney, has writ- 
lten in an Australian paper of the 
great sheep industry. His story is in 
part as follows:— + 
A century ago, when 


Australia was 


(a dumping ground for England’s 
'scum, a British fleet received from a 
| Spanish fleet a present of merino 


; sheep, at a time when to export me- 
rinos from Spain was a criminal ot- 
fence. The little flock reached Aus- 
| tralia, and from it aié descended the 
hundred million merinos which have 
made Australia uvreat and wealthy, 
| despite her small pojuiation. 

Vastly improved is the modern me- 
|rino, for the original of 31-2 pounds 
© a fleece has been raised to 12 
| pounds, and there aie rams in .\us- 
| tralia which shear 40 pounds. 

Nowadays the good land near the 
coast is being given »ver to agricul- 
ture, and the sheep ure driven back 
further into the desert. A_ terrible 
desert it is at times, where not one 
green leaf can be seen, when the red 
dust with which it is covered gets 
biown away—and only the bare hard 
| bones ofthe darth are ieft. Then sheep 
die by the million for want of the 
smallest scrap of nourishment, and 
} are sometimes killed ly the thousana 
because it is hopeless to expect to 
keep them alive. 

Then comes the rain, and as if by a 
\ Miracie the whole land is green again, 
the flocks increase out of all bounds, 
and the men who have been nearly 
| ruined, make new fortunes in a few 
, years. That is happening now. From 
1896 to 1903 occurred the biggest 
drought known, and many station- 
jholders lost their all. Since then 
there has been a steady succession 
of, good seasons and the problem now 
is what to do with the enormous over- 
plus of o!d ewes. Such are the vicis- 
situdes of that strange land, the oldest 
part of the earth’s exposed surface. 

Some of the great sheep runs cover 
}@ million acres, or about 1,560 square 
miles. Each run is divided into pad- 
docks, which cover all Australia, The 
average western paddock contains 100 
square miies. lf one fence is on the 
horizon behind, the other is over the 
horizon ahead. You could walk till 
you died in that paddock without see- 
ing a fence. Lost men have before 
now found the fence and died along- 
side of it before it led them anywhere. 

There may be a hut in each pad- 
dock with a boundary rider—some- 
| times two, living together. Every day 
except Dunuay, the boundary rider is 
expected to be out in his paddock. 
About one day in two he may spot 
something like a line of posts, which 
is probab.y a line of sheep in mirage 
on the horizon. Occasionully he cuts 
through a wing of them. He sees a 
man, or gets a mail, perhaps, once in 
|taree weexs. And yel, the boundary 
men get to like the lonely life. 

Then, there is “‘the boss,” the lord 
of many acres, a man of strong char- 
acter and a liberal education, living a 
life not unlike that of an English 
country gentleman, in his remote 
home, but carrying on his work with 
the ability and keenness of a maa 
, who has been trained in business. 

( The third body of men who live by 
the sheep industry are the shearers, 


} 


|who work through the country from 
}north to scuth, making plenty. of 


} money, and /iving in a rough way on 
| the fat of the land as they pass from 
one shed to the other. They are a 
class unlike any other. 


The Policeman’s Dangerous Life. 


About one in every six London 
policeman is injured during the year. 
More than one thousand men were 
on the sick list from injuries received 
while on duty, and nearly = seven 
hundred more who were injured off 


duty. Some of the cases were 80 
serious as to disable the men for a
